LIABILITY OF THE UNITRD BTATES,

The flrat guestion to be considéred is, whether the
United Stales are lable for the losses upon the
border, either by reason of 8 difect constitutional
obligution or by reason of particular facts connected
with the several Invasions of the State, or by bota,

By the lourth section of the lourth artlele of the
Constitutiop of the United States it 18 provided that
the United States shall protect each of the States of
the Union alost lovasion, This guaarantee (s
coupled with two others—the one for protection of
the several States ingt domestic violence upon
demand of State authorities, and the other to seoure
to them republican forms of government. Against
eu.vl:r form of external and internal danger, acvem-
panied by violence, this comprehensive section of

ntees was intended to protect the States, and

@ obligation assumed by the United Htates under
1t has but one ex limitation, which Is, that
the interposition of the Federal Government against
Jdomestic violenoce must be iuvoked by the Leglsin-
ture of a State or by the Executive thereof when the
Leglsiatare cannot be convenad. No one can doubt,
upon reading these guarantees of the Constitution,
and duly consldering the general objects for which
the Constitation was made, as announced In ita pre-
amble, that complete defense to the ntates was pro-
mised and Inten thereby, and that an obligution
of self-defense which, in the absence of the consti-
tutional compact, would have rested exclasively
upon the several States was thereby charged upon
the Federal Government

1t 8 not necessary to insist that the States respec-
tively parted with the right of defending themselves
agalngs external dapgor, when lmminent, or agalust
actual invaslon, but unguestionably the whols doty
of defending them was Imposed upon the United
Btates. Nor can it be doubred that this obligation
and duty of the United States to protect each State
against \nvasion is not confined to cases of invasion
by a foreign enemy. The guarantee |8 expressed in
general langusge, and I8 without limitation. An ln-
vaslon of & State from another State or assnclation
of States |s as much provided agalnst as an invasion
from abroad. This 1a the clear conclusion to be
drawn from the language of the guarantee, and from
copfldering the known reasons which dictated ita in-
sertion in the Constitution. Hence Judge Story, in
his work npon the Constitution, section 1818, in

ing of this guarantee, declares “‘that the lati-

‘tude of the expression here used seems to securc

each Btate not only against forelgn hostility, but

against, ambitious or vindicilve enterprises of {ts
more powerful neighbors. "

1 18 beyond dispute that the United States dld not
keep this guarantee of defcnse upon the several
occasions when our border was struck by the enemy
during the recent war of the Rebellion. The guar-
antee wae not kept and duties under it performed
by the United States, and by reason of their default
our cltizens were assalled in their peacefal homes
and their property appropriated, or wasted and con-
sumed. y were completely ilnnocent of all blame,
They had performed all thelr duties both to the State
-and’l'ederal Governments, by contribution of taxes,
by voluntary assessnients upon themselves in ald of
the common defénse, by the ralsing of troops, and
by complete obedience to all the laws of the land,

ul teeir just olaim-—thelr absolute Tight to prote-
tion and defense againat external violence—was not
maintalned by el her of the Governmeuts tc which

owed allegiance,
'mler.’u true, a8 a general principle, that “protection
againat Invasion 18 due [rom every society to the

arts composing it.” (Story on Con., sec. 1818.)

\s correlative of allegiince resta upon every
‘State, and in the absence of compact or treaty be-
tween States 18 excinsively & State obligatior, Bat
under onr system of dual governmentthe case is
widely different, as already shown. Primarily, this
obligation unguestionably rests on the United
‘States, and was assumed by them o the Federal

pact for full and valusble consideration. The
contribution of State strength to the Union, and the
assumption of numerous and onerous dutles to the
Federal Government by the people and Goverament
of each Siate, constitute the solid foundation upon
which this Federal obligation rests. It follows that
a State may demand this protection for {18 cltizens
from the ‘iodam Government in every possible
case, aud hence, In no case can the angwer be made
by or in behalf orﬂla} government that the State 18
bound 1o defend § ‘

1f, then, any obligation or duty rests upon a State
to protect {ts own people agaiust invasion, It must
be considered as one to be discussed only bet ween the
State apd its own oltizens in view of the peculiar
relations which subsist between them. The United
Btates cannot sssert any such State obligation or
duty in the face of thelr own clear guarantee con-
sained (o the fourth article of the Constitation,

In the default of the constitntional protection of
the State by the United States sgainst invasion, and
of an actoal defense of the State by herse'f (in con-
sequence of such defanlt), can apy doubt tha' the
outlay incurred by the State for defensive puapnm
wounld constitute 8 just demand agalust the Unjted
States? Insuch cases ought not the guarantesio

¥ to make good the onglay Incurred by réason o
‘Eroltetlnlt, when makes her demand
for reimbursement, would it not be niost anreason-
able and unjust to repudiate or reject it? But can
losses [ncurred by the State or by her oltigens in
conseqguence of & breach of the guarantee be put
upon & different footing from the outlays incurred
by the State (n self-defense? Jn each case the de-
fault of the guarantesing and D!Ot&ﬁ!ln%m {8 the
oanse and foundation of the demand. The commit-
tee can discover no llmitation In such case upon the
reaponsibility of the United Btates except their in-
abllity to respond to the demand. It admirted
that war ravages may be ko extensive as to render
indemnity to Innocent suiferers [mpossible. The
barden may be too t to be borne, and canuot,
therefore, be accep or assumed. Bat In the
present onse this plea of bankroptcy or Inabllity

The ag 10 smonnt of the claims
canpot, with the meaps of Information at hand, be
exactly stated, In the official reports on dlo in the
Auditor-General's office, some of the cMims are
dnrllcated: some of those reported upon uoder the
nct of 1868 bel contained In rrlor roports, Bat
the sum total of the claims swill not exceed two
million elght hupdred thonsand dollars, and they
will be subject to such revigion as may be thought
proper in case of, and whenever, their faal E.n{meut
and setilement shail be provided for, It1s belleved
that they are held entirely by the original olaimants
—that they have not bean assigned or transferred to
other parties,

DUTY OF THE BTATR.

The duties which the State owaes to her own oltl-
z&ns 1n the E}-ouenwm may be made the subject
of debate, hat she ghould take prompt and effec-
toal action to alford or to secure to them a reason-
able indemulty fer thelr losses, ought to be admitted
by all; but the particular line of action to be pur-
gued by her ml{ be open to question. She has al-
ready advaunced or patd hall a million of dollars
upon the clalms under the act of 1806, g has there-
fore & direct peconiary lnterest to that amount in
enforcing them agalnst the Federal Government,
Bat, beyond this Interest of her own, it 18 belleved
to be her duty to provids for or to obtain farther in-
demnity to her people, Siie owes protection to them,
and she alone can claim on thelr behalf and on her
0oWn the guarantees of the Federal Constitution.

It remalns to inguire what immediate or direct
rellef, if any, can be farnished by the State to her
citizen clalmants. She cannot assume the payment
of thelr clalme and place those clalms in the forms
of a pubii¢c debt 1o be et by her hereafter, because
the State Constitution forbids the creation of a debt
of such magnitude. Nor (by reason of another pro-
vision of the Constitution) can she loan her oredit
to them In any way whatever.

But she may appropriste moniey from her traasury
to pay the claims, in whole or ln part, or may divert
any part of her revenues, not pledge&i to the sinking
fund, and apply it to the same ohject. Penoing the
application to be made by her upon the Federal
Governmen: for indemnity, and before that applica-
tion shall be compMed with, she may appropriate
money in aid of the claimants or In extinguish-
ment of their demands, The power of the two
houges to do this 1a complete thelr exercise of
the power 15 wholly within their discretion. It 188
clear power, but one to be exercised, If exercised
